Discovery of 
New Comet Is

PASADENA, Cal, July 23.—An 
apologetic telegram from an obscure 
Japanese amateur astronomer at 
Brawley, Cal, to Mt, Wilson ob- 
servatory authorities has revealed 
the discovery of a new comet. 

M. Nagata, the astronomer, beg- 
ged pardon for wasting the time of 
Mt. Wilson scientists and asked if 
it was possible he had located the 
comet with his small telescope. 

Dr, Seth B. Nicholson of Mt. Wil- 
son observatory confirmed the dis- 
covery and said the comet had been 
named after the discoverer, as was 
cuctomary., He described it as being 
in the constellation of Leo not far 
from the star Rho Leonia and in the 
general direction of Mars, about 10 
degrees to the right of that planet.

This name was originally spelled | 
“Meyer,” from the German word! 
Signifying a leader, It represents a 


family of the purest Nordic stock—of 
the old Suevi, whose virtues were ex- | 
tolled by Julius Caesar and Tacitus. 
The Mayers lived in the south of Ger- 
many, that section which was never 
subdued by the Romans, It is now 
known as Wurttenburg 

The founder of the family was Mel- | 
choir Mayer, born in 1495. In the 
the sixteenth century he 
was military chief of the “Free Im- 
Perial City of Ulm.” This was during | 
the stirring days when the new-born 
Protestant church in Germany was 
struggling against the forgign Emperor 
Charles V, who tried vainly to crush 
the new religious freedom. Ulm was 
one of the citics which held out for | 
religious freedom to the last, This 
hope was partially achieved in 1555. | 

The successors of Melchoir Mayer 
were also military men. The coat of | 
arms above described was granted in 
1570 by the Emperor Maximilian II 
“in consideration of their merit and 
services rendersd not only} 
to His Majesty but also to the Emperor 
Philip of Spain, their Imperial and 
Royal Highnesses during more than 
30 years in wars against the Turks | 
and other foes of the House of Austria 
and of the Empire.” 

The founder of the Maryland line 
of Mayers in this country was Chris- | 
tian Mayer, son of Johannes and 
Maria Barbara (Zorn) Mayer, He was 
born in Ulm in 1763. Being interested | 
in merchantile pursuits in Switzerland 
and Germany, he was persuaded to 
branch out into new territory; he 
came to Baltimore, Md., in 1784, and 
at ones entered into business. He 
took the oath of allegiance to the 
State of Maryland, becoming a citizen 
of the United States. 

The Pennsylvania line was founded 
by Christopher Bartholomew Mayer, a 
cousin of Christian, who had preceded 
him to this country in 1752 and set- 
tled in Lancaster county 

There is quite a li of Mayer de- 
scendants of both of these early set- 
tlers now living in many other States.

A.P.P. Inspector Tells of 
Crime Detection 


Wtty and serous by turns, but al- 
ways entertaning, Inspector W. F. F. 
Hancock, in charge of “A” division 
of the Alberta Provincial Police and 
the C.I.B,, held his hearers spellbound 
when he addressed the Rotary weekly 
lunch gathering in the Macdonald 
hotel on Thursday. President Frank 
Dynes was in the chair, while Chief 
A. G. Shute was chairman of the day. 

Detection of crime is laborious up- 
hill work, and it is a fine thing for 
the police when they get a break, 
inspector, instancing the 
famous billy in the Midwinter case, & 
spot of blood on a pillow in another 


case, and various instances in which | 


luck favored the police. Police had to 
work for their breaks, however, and 
sometimes they worked hard and long 
on cases and got nowhere, after ex- 
penditure of a great deal of time and 
money. 

Inspector Hancock made a strong 
plea for the co-operation of the pub- 
lic. In general, he pointed out, the 
public is interested in whether 
Bill Jones is carrying a bottle on his 
hip, or whether Harry Smith is driv- 
ing without a license .

A half cent cut per gallon in the 
price of gasoline was brought into 
effect on Thursday morning follow- 
ing the reduction on crude oil a few 
days ago.
